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REPORT OF REGENTS. 


To THE Нох. Henry M. MATHEWS, s 
Governor of West Virginia: 


The Regents of West Virginia University submit the following 
biennial report for the period, -ending with the University’ year in 
June, 1878: 

The annual reports of the President, of the Executive Commit- 
tee, and of the Treasurer for the years 1877 and 1878,: made to ће 
Regents are herewith filed as parts of this report, and the four semi- 
annual reports of the Treasurer, containing detailed statements of 
all moneys received and disbursed by him for the period embraced 
by this report, and heretofore filed in the Executive Office, are also 
made part of this report, all of which subordinate reports give'in 
great minuteness, details.of moneys received and disbursed, work 
and repairs done, courses of study, number of students, labors.of 
professors, the wants of the several departments, and general and 
special information ав їое working of the University, and what 
it hasaccomplished. .To avoid needless repetition this report will 
not dwell upon details, but will be confined to such‘ statements as 
seem essential to a proper understanding of the scope and aim"of 
the University, what has already been accomplished, and the legis- 
lation and aid needed for its success in the future. | 

The great importance of securing an able, scholarly, popular and 
at the same time practical and efficient presiding officer for the 
University, was recognized by the Regents as the most imperative 
duty devolving upon them at the beginning of the biennial period 
embraced in this report. Special meetings were held, and efforts 
made іп a variety of ways for the purpose of securing the services 
of such a person, and on the 12th dav of January, 1877, Rev. John 
Rhey Thompsen, A. M., of Morgantown, was duly elected Presi- 
dent, and entered upon the duties of the office at the beginning of 
the spring term following, March 28. At the close of the preced- 
ing winter term, not more then fifty students were in actual attend- 
ance, but, with the advent of the new President, the number- was

greatly increased, in a short time more than double, and at the be- 
ginning of the fall term of this year the attendance was larger than 
ever before at any corresponding period of the University's history. 
А. greater degree of earnestness, devotion to study, obedience to 
authority, and more marked gentlemanly conduct prevails, than at 
any time since the present members,of the Board of Regents 
were charged with the responsibility of supervising the interests of 
the University. These favorable results are largely due to the en- 
thusiasm inspired on the part of students, and the general publie 
by the earnest and successful labors of the Faculty in the recitation 
and leeture room, but chiefly by the exertions of the President, 
both in the University as instructor and executive officer, and by 
his correspondence, travels, visitations, and publie lectures in nearly 
every part of the State. By these latter means parents, students, 
or persons desiring to secure an education in the higher depart- 
ments, and the people of the State generally have been made ac- 
quainted with the plan, character, work, and facilities for educa- 
tional work of the University, and have been enlisted in its ad- 
vancement and elevation, and to-day the institution is more firmly 
established in the estimation and approval of the citizens of the 
State, without distinction of political or ecclesiastical opinions than 
ever before. All the indications point io the continued and in- 
creased usefullness, prosperity and importance of this crowning in- 
stitution of our system of education. 

A number of changes in the personel of the University have taken 
place since the date of the last report. The detail by the President 
of the United States of an officer of the regular army to act as Pro- 
fessor of Military Tactics and Science in the University has been 
withdrawn, and the assignment made to the State of Maryland. 
Only thirty officers can be assigned to such duty under the act of 
Congress, and that number allows but one detail for about a million 
and a halt ofpopulation. Maryland and West Virginia were con- 
stituted a ‘district, and allotted one such detail between them. West 
‘Virginia, having had the benefit of the assignment for about seven 
years, and Maryland not at all; the former. has little right to com- 
plain. It has, however, compelled the employment of a professor 
from civil life to fill the Military Chair at a cost of $1,400.00. 
Ав the act of Congress creating the endowment of the University, 
requires military science and tacties to be taught, this department 
cannot be neglected, if it were even policy so to do, without incur- 
ring the risk of forfeiting the endowment, This change unavoid- 
ably increases the amount of the annual appropriation for current 
expenses. The passage of a joint resolution by the Legislature, re- 
questing the Congressional delegation from thisState to procure the 
passage, by Congress, of such an act as will authorize and require 
the detail of one such officer as military instructor in each State 
University will probably secure favorable action. 


- In accordance with the reported recommendations of the Faculty 
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and the Executive Committee, and their own judgement, as well as 
the often expressed wish of many patrons and friends of the Uni- 


versity, and in compliance with the spirit of the Congressional act- 


creating the endowment for such schools, the Regents at the last 
annual meeting established a Chair of Anatomy, Physiology and 
Hygiene, and elected Hugh W. Brock, M. D., to fill the same, and 
also a Chair of Law and Equity and elected Hon. D. B. Lucas, of 
Jefferson County, to fill same. It was provided that the in- 
struction of these new departments should extend through one term 
ofthe present year, with compensation of $500 for each, with ex- 
peciation of having full work and pay attached to them after the 
current year. Since the annual meeting Mr. Lucas has signified 
his declination, and recommended Mr. St. George T. Brooke, of 
the Jefferson county bar, for appointment to the position. Mr. 
Lucas accompanied his recommendation with the assurance that he 
would add $500 to the pay of the chair for the current year, and en- 
enable the University to secure two terms of instruction from the 
professor instead of one. The Executive Committee elected Mr. 
Brooke to the position named, subject to the action of the Regents 
at their annual meeting, and Prcfessor Brooke entered on his du- 
ties at the beginning of the winter term. Пт. Brock has made ar- 
rangements for the work of his chair and signified his acceptance. 
These departments will add materially to the number of students, 
and supply a long felt want. i | 

A Chair of Normal Instruction should, in the judgment of the 
Regents, be created, and with the aid of existing professorships, 
apparatus, library and appliances the most thorough work could һе 
done in training and equipping teachers for the free schools of the 
State, at a minimum of cost. The Regents beg to refer to so 
much of their report for 1875, pages 7 and 8, as relates to this 
Chair, for reasons stated more at length for its creation. 

The graduates of the Law and Normal departments, being pos- 
sessed of the legal qualifications of age, character, and citizenship, 
ought to be made eligible for admission to their respective profes- 
sions upon production of their diplomas, and without other or fur- 
ther examination as to their qualification. Until this is done, their 
diplomas will possess no legal force or value. Not so to provide is to 
discriminate against the University in favor of foreign law schools, 
students in private offices (who incur little expense) and the Nor- 
mal Schools of the State. 

The following changes have taken place in the Faculty in ad- 
dition to those noted above: Vice President J. W. Scott, D. D., 
E.L.D., and John W. V. Macbeth, Professor of History, Political 
Economy and Belles Lettres, tendered their resignations at the an- 
nual meeting in June, 1877, and the same were accepted: The 
studies of the Vice President's Chair, mental and moral science, 
were asssigned to the President. Prof. F. S. Lyon, Principal of 
the Preparatory Department, was elected Vice President, and the

studies of Professor Macbeth's.late Chair assigned to him. А. W. 
Lorentz, A. M., a teacher of large experience and great success, was 
elected Principal of the Preparatory Department, and Israel C. 
White, A. M., of the class of 1872, an assistant Geologist on the 
Pennsylvania State Geological Survey, was elected to the Chair of 
Astronomy and Physics. Atthe June meeting last, Prof. D. В. 
Purinton, then an assistant in the Preparatory Department, was 
made Professor of Logic, and continued as iustructor of Vocal 
- Music and assistant in Preparatory Department. Prof. Frank 
Woods, A. M., having resigned as Assistant in the same Depart- 
ment, Jas. S. Stewart, B. L., of the class of 1877, was selected to 
fill his place.

All these young gentlemen passed satisfactory examinations in 
their several studies, and acquited themselves in a very creditable 
manner in their commencement exercises. 

With a view of placing the benefits ,of the University within 
the reach of as large a number of students as possible, and reduc- 
ing the expense, necessarily attendant upon a full course of study 
in any institution of like grade, the Regents have arranged for the 
sale of all text-books and stationery to pay-students at actual cost, 
and also for the purchase of like books for the State cadets at cost. 
. The saving to the State as wellas to individuals by this arrange- 
ment will be very considerable. 

The Regents reiterate with increased emphasis former recom- 
mendations to increase the number of free cadetships to six or eight 
for each senatorial district. The Military department is an attracive 
and valuable feature of the Institution, and its efficiency could be 
greatly promoted by the increase named. All the cadetships are 
now full, and a number of volunteers have entered the corps. The 
cadet graduates may be confidently expected at no remote date to 
officer and drill the volunteer and militia organizations of the State, 
thus securing efficiency, precission and uniformity in the drill and 
movement of those bodies. : 

The accounts and vouchers of the Executive Committee and the 
Treasurer have been carefully examined by a committee of the Re- 
gents and found correct and properly kept. Тһе expenditures seem 
economically and prudently made. | 

The foundation of the University is derived from the sale of Т). 
S. lands granted to the State for the purpose, and now invested in 
bonds of the general government, known as “currency six per cent.’ 
thirty year bonds," issued in aid of the Pacific railroads. These 
amount to $90,000. Іп pursuance of a policy inaugurated by the 
Legislature of 1868, this sum was increased by the appropriation 
of $10,000 that year, and a like sum in 1871, with the expectation

of ultimately increasing the endowment to $200,000 or more, and 
thus place the University upon an independent and perma- 
nent footing. The sums appropriated were invested by a former 
board, in U. S. six per cent. coin bonds, at market rates, inereasing 
the bond endowment to $103,000, and leaving a balance of $778.50 
after paying premiums on bonds purchased, which is loaned by the 
Treasurer upon good security. These items constitute the whole 
endowment of the Institution. The Regents ask that this may be 
increased froth time to time, by appropriations to be invested in 
State or United States bonds, until a sum has been set apart that 
will secure a certain income sufficient for the successful prosecution 
of the great work that the University has before it. Or if it shall 
be thought best to follow the example of Virginia, which has pro- 
vided by a general Jaw for an annuity for the support of her great 
institution of learning, let an annuity of $12,000 be granted by 
the Legislature for the current and contingent expenses, thus placing 
the enterprise upon a sure and substantial basis, and beyond the 
uncertainty of regularly recurring applications for annual or bien- 
nial appropriations. Е

the assurance that all estimates have been cut down to the lowest 
figures consistent with the successful and efficient working of the 
various departments :

The item of $3,000 included in current' and contingent expenses 
covers all expenses, other than salaries, incurred in carrying on the 
University, not otherwise named, such as fuel, oil, chemicals, books 
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for cadets, traveling expenses, expenses of lecturers, postage, adver- 
tising, and the numerous other contingent and unclassified expenses 
attendant upon the school, and the amount named will not more 
than cover them. А 

Тһе insurance appropriation asked for is the usual amount 
granted. The amount for Regents’ expenses is increased $250. 
Thisis rendered necessary by the increase in the number of Regents 
from nine to twelve, and the necessit$ of occasionally meeting 
oftener than once a year. 

The reasons asigned by the Executive Committee in their report 
for the appropriations named tor the library and for furniture are 
cogent, and it is hoped may have such weight with the Legislature 
as to secure the grant of the sums named for those objects without 
any reduction in amount. 

The sum named for repairs, improvements and construction for 
the present. year is intended to cover expenses for painting tin roof 
and exposed wood work, repairs generally, ineluding fencing, walks, 


gateways, and out-buildings, and also for walling and fencing the . 


grounds around the Armory. ‘his building and grounds, used as 
‘cadet head quarters, and containing all the valuable arms and equip- 
ments of the Military department, is flanked by two public roads 
and is open upon all sides to the commons. А new building of 
brick or stone tor storing the ammunition, shells and other explo- 
sives of the military and chemical departments, so far removed from 
the other buildings as to place them beyond danger from explosion, 
and sufficientlystrong and secure to protect its contents from depre- 
dations by malicious or criminally disposed persons, should be pro- 
vided without delay. Тһе shed used for such stores is wholly in- 
secure and every way unfitted for that purpese. The janitor now 
lives in a house off of the grounds and where he cannot give that 
‚ personal over-sight and supervision to the building and property 
whieh its protection requires should be exercised day and night. A 
neat frame structure, suituble for his use should be erected on the 
grounds, and within easy reach and sight of the other buildings and 
the movable property. All the foregoing items of repairs, improve- 
ment and construction are covered by the $3,000 asked for. 
t ¿For the second year small sums are asked for the library, furni- 
ture and repairs and improvements, sufficient only for keeping ар 
the standard of books and furniture and for protection of same, and 
for preservation of property. ;

PRESIDENT'S REPORT. 
To the Regents of West Virginia Univrvsity : Б 


GENTLEMEN :—Scarcely three months have passed since I form- 
ally entered upon the discharge of the duties of the honorable office 
to which you saw fit to elect me, at your meeting in January last. 
The order of the Board declaring my election, directed me by 
travel, correspondence and other means, to promote the interests of 
the University throughout the State, and to remove as speedily and 
effectually as possible all misapprehension existing concerning it. 
In seeking to execute this order of the Board, I have visited nearly 
all the prominent towns of the State; I have written hundreds of 
letters; I have circulated hundreds of catalogues and circulars; I 
have publicly, by means ot lectures, presented the claims and re- 
sources of the University to thousands of people; I have privately 
conversed with men ofall classes and ranks of society; I have dil- 
igently employed every possible means correctly to inform public 
opinion, and effectually to lodge the University in the affections of 
the people of West Virginia. I have reason to believe that my ef- 
forts to execute this wise order of your honorable body have not 
been unattended with success, I was suprised and startled that 
such ignorance and apathy, and suspicion, and distrust, and down- 
right opposition should prevail among the citizens of West Virginia 
concerning their own University, as 1 actually found to be the case. 
It is no slight task to remove this ignorance, to overcome this 
apathy, to dissipate these suspicions, to conciliate and satisfy this op- 
position, and to create that lotty spirit of State pride in State insti- 
tutions which will certainly ensure to the University a future of 
wide usefulness and acknowledged power. To accomplish this 
work, will require long.time, great industry, unflagging energy, a 
creative and practical mind, a tender and loving heart, а tenacious 
and invincible will. During the ensning summer vacation, I shall 
still further prosecute the purpose of the Board, more thoroughly 
to acquaint the people of the State with the great advantages of the 
University they have created for themselves, and in whose future 
they are so deeply and profoundly concerned. Itis my judgment 
that the purely executive duties necessarily devolving upon the 
President for the scholastic year of 1877-8, will wholly absorb his 
time and energies. 

Accompanying this report will be the usual reports from the sev 
eral members of the Faculty, briefly recounting their work during 
the past year, and a general statement as to the progress of their- 
classes. lam glad to be able to state that the high standard of . 
scholarship hitherto required by the Regents and Faculty is still 
maintained 

In hearty sympathy with the Board in its efforts to increase the 
usefulness of the Preparatory Department, I am not, however, con- 
vinced of the wisdom of the action of your body in depriving the 
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principal thereof of membership in the University Faculty. By 
your own action the Preparatory Department is an actual depart- 
ment of the University, and it is therefore, as much entitled to 
representation in the University Faculty as any other department 
Totally to sever the Preparatory Department from any vital con- 
nection with the other Departments of the University, would, in 
my judgment, be ill-advised action. 

The accompanying report of the Librarian states that most of 
the books donated to the University Library during the year have 
been piled on the floor, there being no shelves to receive them. 
Enlarged accommodations for the library are greatly needed. It is 
to be hoped that, upon your recommendations, future Legislatures 
will make such generous provisions for the Library as to render it 
worthy of a State University. ` 

In my judgment, gentlemen, four things are necessary to enable 
the University to achieve that high measure of success so heartily 
desired by all true friends of liberal and advanced education in 
West Virginia: 

1, The release of the President from all strictly professiorial du- 
ties for the University year of 1877-8. 

2. The hearty co-operation of the members of the Board of 
Regents in their respective districts in removing ignorant and 
unfounded prejudices existing against the University. 

3. The gradual introduction of the element of personal moral in- 
fluence in the government of the students. The attempt to govern 
young men in attendance upon a State University by laws con- 
ceived in the same spirit as those which obtain in the conduct of 
reform schools and inebriate asylums is foredoomed to miserable 
failure. Kindly and: affectionate personal relations between the 
teachers and the taught will effectually secure the gentlemanly de- 
portment of all the students. 

4, The creation of a Faculty thoroughly in harmony with the 
President of the University, and willing to co-operate heartily with 
him in carrying out the last-named measure of reform, viz: the 
government of the students by personal mora] influence. 1 need 
not urge upon this Board the necessity of a harmonious Faculty. 
Antagonisms there will effectually cripple the energies:of the Uni- 
versity, and defeat all your plans for its increased usefulness. 

I trust, gentlemen, that your deliberations and conclusions may 
issue to the greatest possible good to the West Virginia University.

This small balance will be exhausted in the payment of expen- 
ses already incurred, and others that must be met in order to pre- 
vent permanent injury to the buildings. А very considerable 
quantity of painting must be done to exposed wood work, iin and 
iron, and a lightning-rod should be provided for the new hall. 

Contemplating the completion and early occupation of the new 
hall, the Legislature was asked by your body to provide the sum of 
$2,000 for furniture for same. This amount was reduced to $1,000, 
and has been expended as follows :

The money was expended for seats and desks, suffieient to ac- 
commodate fifty-six students in the Preparatory Department, a 
teacher's desk for same department, and settees for the auditorium 
in the new hall, sufficient to accommodate about eight hundred and 
fifty persons. ‘The carpets for rostrum, matting for stairway and 
halls, and chandeliers for those parts of the building necessary to 
permit the use of the auditorium, alone will require a sum much 
larger than the balance to the credit of this fund. It will certainly 
take not less than two thousand dollars ($2,000) to fully furnish 
and equip the recitation rooms, office, laboratory and other rooms 
ofthis building, and to supply the very great deficiencies in the 
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matter of furniture, shelving for library, and other requirements in 
the old hall. It does not seem a wise economy that delays or pre- 
vents the use of the very handsome and commodious structure in- 
tended for University work, called the * new hall," for want of some 
more appropriate and expressive name, and in which the State has 
now invested about $45,000, but it must remain practically useless 
except for the public exercises of Commencement week, until the ap- 
propriaticns asked for furniture shall be granted. 

The cheap wooden shed used for a magazine ought speedily to give 
place to a substantial stone structure, where the cartridges, powde- 
and all explosives connected with the military and chemical de- 
partments might be protected from pilferers, and sufficiently re- 
moved from the other buildings for their safety. 

The armory grounds and buildings still remain unenclosed, and 
presenting a shabby appearance, for want of money to wall, fence 
and properly protect them. Attention has often been called to 
these matters, and the necessity of a sum to improve the University 
grounds, by grading, planting shrubbery, trees, providing bridges, 
roadways and proper drainage, but for some reason nv provision has 
been made by the Legislature for them. A janitor’s lodge should 
be erected on the grounds in order that some one connected with 
the University should be always at hand to protect the property, 
flowers, shrubbery, fruits, &c., from lawless persons who feel a 
special freedom in trespassing upon and injuring public property. 
A suitable structure could be placed ready for occupation at a cost 
not exceeding $1,200, and would add greatly to the security of 
property and the maintenance of good order.

gether, will be required to defray the expenses of any meeting at 

which all may be present. Should the new Board be convened 

during the present year, a very marked deficiency in this fund must 
arise. 

‚ The fund known as the Current and Contingent Expense Fund, 
out of which are paid salaries, postage, freight, express charges, 
fuel, oil, chemicals, labor (except on account of repairs, improve- 
ments and construction), traveling expenses, advertising, books for 
cadets, and all other contingent expenses, shows a balance on hand 
at this date of $3,412.91, with $250 in the State treasury. These 
sums with the interest on endowment due July 1st, will be required 
to meet salaries and other expenses falling due within the next 
forty-five days. This fund is in a satisfactory condition, and will 
be sufficient during this and the succeeding year to meet all ordi

This decrease has been regular and persistent for foür years, and 


has shown no sign of any change until the present Spring term, - 


when, as will be seen, the tuition fees increased over eighty per 
cent as compared with the last preceding term, while, as betweeri 
the corresponding terms of the preceding year, there was the regu- 
lar falling off above spoken of. The committee have no hesitation 
in saving that the increased receipts from tuition, and correspond- 
ing increase in attendance, is to be attributed almost wholly to the 
aroused interest and confidence created in the minds of the citizens 
of the State by the action of your body in the election of a Presi- 
dent, and by the active labors and persistent personal efforts of that 
newly elected officer; and the committee take great pleasure in say- 
ing that this gratifying increase in attendance and the evidence of 
newly awakened pride and interest in the University, will be but the 
beginning of a success of which every citizen of the State and every 
lover of higher education may be justly proud, if the President 
shall have the harmonious support of sympathetic and earnest 
Faculty, the continued countenance and confidence of your body, 
and such fair treatment by the press and people as will give both 
time and an unprejudiced trial to his methods uf work. The task 
of restoring the waning fortunes of such an institution as this, of 
inspiring confidence in its future, of stimulating its friends, of con- 
ciliating the prejudiced and hostile, is much greater'than to create 
in the first instance. But if all weights are removed, a fair oppor- 
tunity given, the committee cannot but have the most sanguine 
hopes for the future. In order to secure all these conditions of 


success, it may be necessary. to re-organize some departments of in- 
struction. 


By an order of your body, passed at the August meeting, 1875, 
the Contingent and Library fee was fixed at two dollars per term in 
all departments, and for all students except cadets, and two-thirds of 
the same was to be expended in the purchase of books for the Library 
under the direction of the President and Librarian. The fund ac- 
cruing to the library from this source now amounts to $326.66%, 
and ig included in the balance to the credit of the Current and 
Contingent Expense Fund. No portion of it has yet been expend- 
ed, for the reason that to have done so would have increased the 
deficit in that fund, but the committee are of opinion that the ex- 
penditure may now be properly made. Should your body think 
best to continue the charges for tuition, the committee would 
recommend that the whole of such fees be set apart and appropri- 
ated for the purchase of books, under the charge and selection of a 
library committee to be appointed by the faculty; the accounts 
lor such purchases, or the lists of books to be audited or purchased 
through this Executive Committee, so that a record of such ex- 
penditures might be kept in the Secretary's office as other expendi- 
tures are kept. The committee also recommend the abolition of 
all other Library fees as to all students and instructors, and the fix- 
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ing, or authorizing the fixing of an annual or other fee for the use 
ot the Library by all other persons. The Faculty will submit plans 
in detail for the regulation and government of these matters. The 
catalogue of the Library is now in the hands of the Public Prin- 
ter. : * 

The suite of specimens illustrative of the naturalhistory and re- 
sources of the State, promised by the State Board of Centennial 
Managers, in consideration of the services of Prof. Wm. M. Foun- 
taine, have been received and are now on exhibition, and although 
not so numerous or complete as the specimens at the Capitol, are, 
nevertheless, valuable additions to the cabinets of the Institution. 

The salary of the Secretary of the Faculty was fixed at a time 
when all the duties of keeping the records and reports of each de- 
partment of the University devolved on him, but since that date 
the Seeretary of the Preparatory Department has been required to. 
keep the records and make the reports for that department, and as 
this constitutes about one-half the labor, the committee recommend 
the division of the salary of Secretary of the Faculty between that 
officer and the Secretary of the Preparatory Department. 

«As the labors of the Janitor will be greatly increased during the 
coming year, the committee reeommend the addition of $100 to 
his salary. SS 

The venerable Vice President and late acting President, having 
having tendered his resignation, to take effect at the end of the 
current year, а difference of opinion has arisen between him and 
the committee as to the amount of salary due him, and the methods 
of computing the same, which has been mutually referred to your 


. body for adjustment. The Secretary will represent the views of 


the committee, and Dr. Scott will appear in person or by written 
argument.

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PRESIDENT’S REPORT FOR 1878. 


To the Honorable Board of Regents of West Va. University: 


GENTLMEN :— The University year just closing has been marked 
with many gratifying evidences of prosperity. When called to the 
executive chair of the University in January, 1877, there were 
forty-two students in actual attendance, and fifty one on the roll. 
The catalogue for the present year shows an attendance of 118 stu- 
denis. А larger number of counties have been represented than 
for years before; the students have been more affectionately attach- 
ed to their school, evincing their loyalty to it on all proper осса- 
sions; there has been a constantly growing demand for the Cata- 
logues of the University ; whilethe press of the State has, without 
a single exception, spoken in kindly terms of the prosperity, man- 
agement and facilities of the school. The young gentlemen -have 
made commendable progress in their studies, and asa rule have 
conducted themselves with decency and propriety. For the quan- 
tity and quality of the work performed in the University, I refer 
you to the accompanying reports of the several Professors and 
‘Teachers. Since the last meeting of the Board, valuable additions 
have been made to the Library of the University, both by donation 
and purchase, ineludinga number of standard works in Literature, 
Science, Art, History and Philosophy. I respectfully call the at- 
tention of the Board 10 the necessity of a yearly appropriation by 
the Legislature for the adequate enlargement of the Library. 

At the beginning of the Fall term, Professor Frank Woods, an 
assistant in the Preparatory Department, an exact and conscientious 
teacher, resigned his tutorship, and the Executive Committee select- 


ed Mr Jas. S. Stewart, of the Class of 1877, to fill the vacancy. | 


Prof. Stewart has acceptably discharged the duties of his position 
during the year, and [ concur in the recommendation ot Prof. A. 
W. Lorentz, Principal of the Preparatory Department, that he be 
elected to the position of Assistant in said Department. 

On the first of January, 1878, Lient. E. T. C. Richmond, U. S. 
A., Professor of Mathematics and Military Tactics, was at his own 
request, re-called to the Army, by order of the President. In com- 
pany with the resident Regent, Dr. Н. W. Brock, I immediately 
proceeded to Washington, where, after considerable effort, we suc- 
ceeded in securing the detail of Lieut. Jas. M. Ingalls. Lieut, In- 
galls, as an officer, a scholar and a man, is admirably fitted for his 
post, and I trust nothing will be left undone at your hands to secure 
his retention at the University as long as possible. 

I respectfully call the attention of the Board tothe great and 
immediate importance of reducing the expenses of the students at 
the University to the lowest possible amount. Inferior schools in 
our own and contiguous States are attracting the young men of 
West Virginia by the reduction or abolition of tuition fees, the low 
price of boarding, books, ete. During the year, I have succeeded 


Li 
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in introducing among the students the system of club-boarding, 
whereby good rooms and excellent boarding is now secured at from 
$1.75 to $2.25 per week. I earnestly recommend to the considera- 
tion of the’ Board, the propriety of abolishing at your present 
session aH tuition fees to students from West Virginia, thus throwing 
wide open the doors of the University to the sons of rich and poor 
alike It seems to me in the highest degree illogical for the State to 
tax her citizens for the maintenance of a University, and then charge 
the sons of these citizens from $20.00 to $30.00 per year for the en- 
joyment of its privileges. 

The Faculty of the University unanimously concur in the opinion 
that a change in the calendar of the University vear is imperative- 
ly demanded by the best interests of the school. The Fall Term 
should be so arranged as to permit students to finish their studies 
and be examined before going out to teach Winter schools; the 
Winter vacation should be abolished as prejudicial to the health and 
mental persistency of the students; and the year should be at least 
correspondingly shortened, so that our commencement exercises 
shall be held during the second week in June. 


In my judgment, the time has fully arrived for the establishment 
of Professorships of Law and Medicine. Since my connection with 
the school, I have received quite a number of letters from young 
gentlemen in this and other States, making inquiries as to the 
terms and facilities of the University and her Schools of Law and 
Medicine. Му mortification has not been slight when compelled 
io inform them that the University of a State was entirely lacking 
in professional schools. I hope it may seem wise to you at your 
present session to establish these greatly needed chairs and to fill 
them, with competent and worthy gentlemen. 

The experience of the year now closing has abundantly satisfied 
me that it is not possible for the Presideut of the University to 
teach all the studies appropriate to his chair and at the same time be 
a watchfull, efficient and vigorous executive officer. Four hours of 
diligent teaching and lecturing every morning unfits ordinary men 
for the indispensable executive work required at'every such instil 
tion of learning as the West Virginia University. I, therefore, 
respectfully ask the Board to make such provision for the teaching 
of a part of the studies now asigned to the Chair of Mental and 
Moral Science, as will leave me free to devote my best energies 
and the greater part of my time, to the advancement of the general 
interests of the Uniyersity. I will be glad to cousult with the 
Board at their pleasure in regard to the details of the matter here 
suggested. 

The Lecture and recitation rooms of the new University hall 
are still unoccupied, owing to lack of proper furniture. Their oc- 
cupation at the beginning of the Fall Term would greatly increase 
the devotion and cnthusiasm of the Faculty and Students to the 
University, and I hope you may be able to devise the means where- 
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by such a gratifying and desirable end may be attained. The State, 
at large cost, has provided a handsome, commodious апа convenient 
building ; surely the State will not now hesitate at a small-cost, to 
make that available for the purposes of its erection. 

As will be seen by the accompanying papers, the Faculty unani- 
mously recommend the granting of the petition of the present Se- 
nior class that the usual honors be not awarded to-them; and they 
also recommend the repeal of section 5, chapter 7, page 8, of the 
College laws, requiring them to confer honors on such members of 
' the Senior class as they deem worthy.

The tuition fees, as will be seen from the last report of the Com- ~ 
mittee, had steadily decreased from the year 1873-4 when they $ 
amounted to $1,818 to the year 1876-7, when they only amounted to ' 
$871. For the year just ending they aggregate $1,400.20, an increase i 
of nearly seventy per cent, notwithstanding the prolonged and in- 5 
lensified depression of all business and financial interests, and the I 


addition of a dozen fee cadetships. | 

In the 188% report the Committee declared that the increased re- 
ceipts from tuition and the corresponding increase in attendance, 
then shown in the Spring term of 1876-7 was to be attributed almost 
wholly to the aroused interest and confidence created in the minds of 
the citizens of the State by the action of the Board in selecting a 
President, and by the active labors and persistent personal efforts of 
that (then) newly elected officer, and the Committee further declared 
that that gratifying increase in attendance and the other evidences of 
newly awakened pride and interest in the University would be but 
the beginning of a success of which every citizen of the State and 
every lover of higher education might justly be proud, of the Presi- 
dent should have the harmonious support of a sympathetic and earn- 
est faculty, the continued countenance and confidence of the Regents, 
and such fair treatment by the press and people of the State as will 
give time and an unprejudiced trial to his methods of work, and 1v is 
doubly gratifying io the Committee now to be able to report ‘that all 
and more than they had anticipated has been realized in the short 
twelve months since those declarations were, made. АП the condi- 
tions upon which they predicted success have thus far been fulfilled. 
An increase of about twenty-five per cent in attendance as against the 
aggregate of last year, with a much larger increase in the average 
attendance, and excluding the Spring term of that year in which a ° 
very great increase took place almost wholly owing to the causes 
named, the increase: will be nearly one hundred per cent as between 
ithe corresponding terms of the years named, while the promises of 
the coming year are even more flattering, 

Some things heretofore recommended by the Presidentand approved 
by the Committee remain still to be acted upon by your body, which 
it is believed would greatly increase the attendance of students. 
These are the abolition of ali tuition fees, substituting a small library 
fee in lieu thereof, the admission of students of the other sex, subject 
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to proper regulations; and the creation of chairs of Law and of 
Medicine. These inducements added то the great reduction in the cost 
of boaiding which has been effected within the last year, with the 
early construction of a line of railway communieation to the Balti- 
more and Ohio Railroad, now confidently anticipated, will certainly 
give a great impetus to the growth of the University, and assure 
permanence of success. 

The Committee recommend the increase of the salary ot the Super- 
intendant of Grounds to $300, the sum heretofore allowed except for 
the last two years.
